Single shot voting js prohibited in munici- 


pal elections but doesn’t affect Blba because of 
the manner in which councilmen are chosen, In 
Elba only one man is elected from each ward 
and candidates are listed by ward or for the 
Specific job of councilman-at*large, A persor 
can vote for the mayor and one councilman and 
still have his vote counted even if he doesn’t 
mark the rest of his ballot. 


For single shot voting, the ballot has to be 


arranged like it was in the May primary with 33 
men running for 17 positions as delegates to 
the Democratic national convention, A single 
shot vote is where an elector marks his ballot 
only for one man even though he is entitled to 
select 17. In state elections the one vote is tallied 
but in a municipal election it would not be. El- 
ba has no such arrangment on ballots used in 
city elections as each post on the council is voted 
for Separately. 


According to the book put out by the Ala- 


bama League of Municipalities, a voting place 
Should be picked for each ward. A voter is re- 
quired to ballot in the box in his ward. The 
council selects the locations for the boxes. The 
polls are to open in the morning not before 8 
o'clock nor after 9 and be kept open without 
adjournment until 6 o'clock in the morning. 


It is the duty of the council to canvas re- 


turns within three days after delivery of the 


ballot boxes. The council is required to open the 
boxes and canvas the returns, In the event of a 
tie vote, a new election has to be called within 


30 days. No power is delegated to the council to 
gO beyond checking the returns of the inspec- 


tors, In other words, the counci] can't inquire 


into fraud or irregularity in the voting but is 
limited to tallying up votes as they were marked 
by the inspectors on the tally sheets, 


In computing results, the person with the 
est number of votes ‘is elected. If three 


Candidates are running for an office and none 
oi them receive 50 percent of the votes, the man 


with the most ballots marked for him gets the 
job. There is no provision for a run-off. 

Law requires that the ballots be kept six 
months after the election by the city clerk or 
until a contest is settled, if there is one. 

If a contestant is successful in overturning 
the result declared by election officials and the 
council, it does not follow that he is elected. 
Another election must be called to allow voters 
to pass anew upon candidates for that particu- 
lar office.

He said he would have 
to admit he does not know how 
to produce cotton like that 
claimed by Ran McCollough, es- 
pecially in such an unfavorable 
year as this. So he decided not 
to buck such a losing game. 

Mr. LeCompt said he planted 
his allotment of five acres this 
spring but decided to sell out 
to the “Giverment.” He said 
that although he had made an 
average of over 500 pounds of 
jint cotton per acre for the past 
three years, he was unable to 
keep up his average so was 


forced to take the county aver, | 


gae of half that amount. This 
cut his “Giverment” check to 
abuut $41 per acre. He said he 
would have been better off if 
he had not planted any cotton 
this year but he was afraid if 
he failed to plant, his farm 
would suffer a still greater al- 
lotment reduction. 


Mr, LeCompt said he is con-|
